of the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Companies, any and all 
shares of stock of those companies 
which it may have received from such 
stockholders in exchange for its own 
stock, or to make such transfer and 
assignment to such person or persons 
as are now the holders and owners of 
its stock originally issued in exchange 
for the stock of said companies.” 
Circuit Judge Thayer stated the con- 
He recites the 
petition which was brought under the 
arti-trust act of 1890, and adds 
under the act of February 11, 1903, this 
case, being of “general public impor- 


-tance” had been given precedence over 


others, and in every way expedited. It 
is declared that under the admissions 
of the defendants, the matters of fact 
are that the roads were parallel and 
competing lines: that they had jointly 
secured control of the Burlington; that, 
in 1901, a holding company had heen 
formed by large owners of the siock 
of the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern ailway by which new com- 
pany large stock interests had been 
acquired at an agreed price, and the 
court holds that “the scheme which 
was thus devised and consummated 
fed inevitably to the following results: 

“Fireat—It placed the control of the 
two roads in the hands of a _ single 
person, to wit: the Securities Com- 
pany, by virtue of its ownership of a 
large majority of the stock of both 
companies; second, it destroyed every 
motive for competition between the two 
roads engaged in interstate commerce, 
which were natural competitors for 
business, by pooling the earnigs of the 
two roads for the common benefit of 
the stockholders of both companies; 
and, according to the familiar rule that 


every one is presumed to intend what 


is the necessary consequence of his 
own acts, when done willfully and de- 
liberately, we must conclude that those 
who conserved and executed the plan 
aforesaid intended among other things 
to accomplish these objects." 


On the point whether the present 
case comes within the inhibition of the 
anti-trust act, the court discusses the 
meaning of the word “trust” in the act, 
and adds that Congress was carefu! to 
declare that a combination in any other 
form, jf restraint of interstate trade 
or commerce; that is, if it directly oc- 
casioned or effected such restraint, 
should likewise be deemed illegal. ° 


Moreover, in cases arising under the 
act, it has been held by the highest 
judicial authority in the nation, and 
its opinion has been reiterated in no 
uncertain tone, that the act applies to 
interstate carriers of freight and pas- 
sengers, as well as to all other per- 
sons, natural or artificial: that the 
words “in restraint of trade or com- 
merce” do not mé@an in unreasonable 
of partial restraint of trade or com- 
merce, but any direct restraint thereof: 
that an agreement between competing 
railroads which requires them to act 
in concert in fixing the rate for the 
carriage of passermgers or freight over 
their respective lines from one State 
to another, and which, by that means, 
restricts temporarily the right of others 
ag such carriers te name such rates

which an object denounced: by Con- 
gress as unlawful, namely, a combi- 
nation conferring the power to re- 
strain interstate commerce, might be 
formed and maintained, because the 
enabling act under which t Secur!i- 
expressly 
declares that three or more persons 
may avail themselves of the provi- 
sions of the act and ‘become a corpor- 
ation for any lawful purpose.’ (Laws of 
New Jersey, 1899, page 473.)- 


“This language is not merely per- 
functory; it means obviously that 
whatever powers the incorporators 
saw fit to assume they must hold and 
exercise for the accomplishment of law- 
ful objects. The words in question op- 
erate, therefore, as a limitation upon 
all the powers enumerated in the ar- 
ticles of association which were filed 
by the promoters of the Securities Com- 
pany, so that, however extensive and 
comprehensive these powers may seem 
te be, the State of New Jersey has said: 
‘You shall not exercise them so as to Set 
at defiance any statute lawfully en- 
acted by any State wherein espace 
to exercise your powers.’ 


“The contention that whatever re- 
straint upon interstate commerce there 
may be is indirect and remote, and 
therefore not to be forbidden by Con- 
gress, is not found to be well-sustained. 
The contention that if the existing 
company is in violation of the anti-trust 
act, then that act unduly restricts the 
rights of the individual to make con- 
tracts and is invalid, is declared to be 
entitled to little consideration.” 


The court says: “The provision of the 


Constitution does not, as we believe, ex-/ 


clude Congress from2legisiating with re- 
gard to contracts of the above nature, 
while in the exercise of its constitu- 
tional right © to late commerce 
among the States. On the contrary, we 
think the provision regarding the lib- 
erty of the citizen to some extent lim- 
ited by the commerce clause of the 
Constitution and the power of Congress 
to regulate interstate commerce com- 
prises the right to enact a law prohibit- 
ing the citizen from entering imte those 
private contracts which directly anda 
substantially, and not merely indirect- 
ly, remotely, incidentally and collater- 
ally reguiate to a greater or less de- 
gree commerce among the tes,” 
The further contentions that the 
anti-trust law was not intended for 
such combinations as this; that this 
combination had been consummated 
before the bill was filed, and was in 
reality in aid of commerce, and not 
to restrain it, are held to be clearly 
untenable as to the first: point, and 
that the second point is a novel, not 
ot say, absurd, interpretation of the 
anti-trust act, and as to the last con- 
tention. it is said to be possible, but 
not a matter for decision of the court. 
The decree is then entered as already 
given above. Circuit Judges Caldwell, 
Sanborn, Thayer and Vandeventer 
heard the case and all concurred in 
the opinion, which was written by 
Judge Thayer and filed in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in this 
city.

HISTORY OF CRIME. 
CARROLL'S STATUS UNCERTAIN. 
The Los Angeles police department 

has been notified by wire of the ar- 
rest in New York of the man who 
gives the name of Carroll, but whether 
he is really wanted here, cannot as yet 
be definitely stated. 

In the famous attempt to rob the 
First National Bank in 1896, several 
men, some of them professional crooks, 
were implicated, but only one of them 
is known to have escaped. Late in 
the spring of 1896, Fred L. Jones con- 
ducted a saloon on Commercial street, 
the rear of the saloon adjoining the 
side of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank. The First National Bank was 
in the next bullding. In August of 
} that year the saloon was closed for an 
unknown reason, and for a time it 
was feared that Jones might have 
been the Victim of foul play. After a 
week or more of waiting, the police 
forced an entrance to the saloon, and 
in the course of their investigations of 
the place, found that the cellar was 
well filled with fresh earth. Further in- 
vestigation disclosed a tunnel leading 
from the cellar under the next cellar 
and ending directly under the vault 
of the First National Bank. The bank 
vault was built upon an arch, and was 
several feet above the floor of the cel- 
lar, and when their tunnel was com- 
pleted, those who had dug it were no 
nearer the money which the vault con- 
tained than.when they began, for the 
bottom of the vault consisted of many 
layers of stee! rails and steel plates 
imbedded in several layers of concrete.

HOUCK/S SURE AIM. 
_ Francisco Padilla Falls With Bullet 


Through Heart from Revolver in Hands 
of Cave Creek Sheepman.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 
sive Dispatch.) Francisco Padilla, a 
one-armed Mexican hunter, who had 
lived In Phoenix for twenty years, was 
killed near the Eastern § stockyards 
about dawn this morning by James 
D. Houck, who managed as well to 
permanently disfigure José Montoya by 
means of a bullef that deeply scored 
his face.and neck. 

Padilla bore an excellent reputation, 
but was ugiy-in drink. He ahd Mon- 
toya had mistaken Houck for a boon 
companion, and from hiding, had 
thrown a tin can at him. Houck ferked 
out a revolver, and fired two shots, 
but to no effcct save to compel Mon- 
toya’s ‘surrender. Houck explains 
the Mexican's wound In the statement 
that he had to discipline him a trifle 
by pounding him over the head with 
the revolver, and while thus using it 
weapon was accidentally dis- 
charged. Padilla had escaped, but pre- 
sumably thinking his friend was being 
murdered, returned with a shotgun, se- 
cured at his near-by home. He rap up, 
thrusting out the gun in such a way 
that Houck pushed it aside, at the same 
time firing. The ball. went through the 
Mexican’'s heart. 

The Coroner's jury exonerated Houck, 
He is a weadthy sheepman, in the Cave 
Creék district, about forty miles north 
of Phoenix. His mission at the stock 
yards was to s¢e about a shipment of 
sheep to Los Angeles. He has had 
long and serious expegfence in border 
warfare, and is understood to have 
had a notch or two on his gun before 
today. In a way, he was vonnected 
with the famous Tewksbury-Graham 
feud,in which twenty-eight men were 
killed before the supremacy of the

Battleship lowa Scene of 
Fatal Accident. 


Three Members of Crew Are Kil- 
led and F.ve Injured. 


Pieces of Wrecked Gun Crashed

PENSACOLA (Fia.) April 9.—A dis- 
astrous explosion occurred on the bat- 
tleship lowa today while the vessel was 
at target practice in the Guif. The for- 
ward port 12-inch gun burst from a 
premature explosion of a shell, twelve 
feet of the piece outside of the turret 
being demolished. Three men were 
killed and five injured, two seriously.

The men killed and injured were on 
the second, or gun deck, at mess. Three 
pieces of the exploded gun, each weigh. 
ing over a ton, passed downward 
through the spar deck, falling upon the 
men at mess, instantly killing the three 
named. 

All of the three men were horribly 
mutilated. The heavy missiles, after 
passing through the gun deck, con- 
tinued down to the third deck, where 
they came in contact with the armored 
deck, the heavy steel bringing them 
to a stop, thus saving the engineers 
and firemen, who were at work below. 
Although the upper decks were cov- 
ered with men, none was seriously in- 
jured. 

The explosion occurred just as mess 
had been sounded. The firing was to 
have ceased after the shot for the 
dinner hour. The range had been set, 
and the Iowa was steaming along at 
a speed of twelve knots an hour, when 
the officer in charge of the 12-inch tur- 
ret gave orders to load and fire. The 


time fuse was set, the piece charged, : 


the breech closed and the word given to 
fire. Following the report of the gun 
there- was a smothered noise as the 
shell exploded midway in the gun, 
and pieces of the burst gun and shell 
were scattered broadcast. Three great 
oles were torn through the deck.

TO MEMORY UF DEPARTED. 

OF AMERICAN AMBASSADOR. 

Heads of French Government, Members 

of Diplomatic Corps and Many Repre- 

sentatives of American Colony Parti- 

cipate in Last Sad Rites.

ble.] The funeral of Mrs. Porter, wife 
of the United States Ambassador, held 
at 11 o'clock this morning, the

many representatives of the American 
colony participating. The front of the 
church was draped with black, and 
the walls and pillars of the interior 
were also hung with black draperies. 
The chancel was filled with tall palms, 
while immediately in front: of the altar 
rested the casket, hidden beneath a 
profusion of beautiful flora! offerings. 

Ambassador Porter, who was accom- 
panied by his daughter, Elsie, heavily 
velled, bore the ordeal with fortitude. 
Accompanyiung the mourners. were 
relatives, intimate friends of the fam- 


lly and officials of the embassy staff.;: 


To the left of the family sat Mme. 
Loubet, wife of the President of 
France; Paul Loubet, Gen. Dubois, the 
personal representative of the Presi- 
dent, with a large staff of officers in 


full uniform; Foreign Minister ~Del- 
casse, Premier Combes, and other 
members of the ministry with their 


wives. Among others present were Am- 
bassador Tower, who came on from 


Berlin: former Vice-President Levi P. 


Morton, Consul-General Gowdy, Count 
De Rochambeau, the Marquis De 
Chambrun, the British Ambassador, 
Sir Edmond Monson, and his staff, and 
the Ambassadors - and Ministers of 
various othér countries, with their 
staffs, and a large nu®ber of Ameri- 
cans, taxing the capacity of the edifice. 

The Rev. Dr. Thurber conducted the 
simple service. In his invocation, Dr. 
Thurber made a feeling reference to 
the beauty of the character of Mrs. 
Porter. The choir sang Mrs. Porter's 
favorite hymns, “Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul” and “Lead, Kindly Light.”

These be staggering figures, for 
gure. When the war broke out be-

a private corporation which earns in 
the short space of one year almost 
three times that sum. and which ac- 
tually divides more than that sum 
among its. stockholders. If one will 
take the pains to look over the sta- 
tistical records of government he will 
learm that this one American indus- 
try is producing enough money to run 
the affairs of state in a nation of con-. 
siderable magnitude—in fact he will 
@iscover that the steel trust handles 
more money than do some of the 
governments now in cxistence. 

And this institution emplors a muctlY 
greater army than the standing army 
of this country, carrying upon its 
pay rolis the names of 168,127 em- 
ployés, to whom were paid the enor- 
mous sum of $120.528.343; which 
would indicate that the Captains of 
Industry didn’t get all~ the money 
there was in sight. :

OW FOR GOOD ROADS. 

Reference was made in The 
Times, a few weeks ago, to the com- 
ing Good Roads Convention at St. 
Louis, which is to assemble on the 
27th of this month. As stated then, 
this convention promises to be the 
most important meeting of the kind 
ever held. It is proposed to make it 
not only national, international 
in character. The principal subject 
for.diecussion wil! probably be that 
of national aid for public roads, as 
outlined in the bill introduced in the 
last Congress by Representative 
Brownwell. Among the arguments 
which friends of that measure will 
offer are the following: 

First—The government aided in 
the building of many of the great rail- 
roads, especially im the West, by 
grants of enormous areas of land, 
and otherwise. Yet these roads are, 
without exception, owned by private 
individuals and corporations, and op- 
erated solely for private gain. How 
much more necessary and proper. 
then. for the government to aid and 
encourage the building of highways, 
which are public property. for the use 
and benefit of the people. 

Second—The government — annually 
appropriates many millions of dol- 
lars for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors, to facilitate commerce. 
But these appropriations are of ne- 
cessity very unequally distributed, a 
few States receiving the greater part, 
and many others receiving none what- 
ever. But the improvement of the 
public highways is just as important 
to commerce, and a national appro- 
propriation for that purpose could be 
80 distributed as to give each State 
ite proper share. 

Third—Money appropriated by Con- 
gress for other purposes only accom- 
plithes results commensurate with the 
amount sperm, but money appropri- 
ated to ald ani?“encourage road im- 
provement would accomplish vastly 
more. because States and counties 
could only secure the benefit of this 
ald by contributing _ proportional 
sums. A national appropriation for 
this purpose would serve as a uni- 


| versal stimulus to road improvement. 
Fourth—The free delivery of mail 
In the rural districts must always re- 
main limited to those communities 
which, by reason of their wealth or 
favorable natural conditions, are able 
to have good roads. Other commu- 
nities whose people are equally de- 


to maintain the whSle postal system, 
are deprived of thé blessings of free 
delivery because of their poverty, or 
because natural conditions make road 


Here is a grave injustice, which can 
be remedied in one of two way 

Either (1) the whole scheme of rural 
free delivery must be abandoned, be- 
cause it cannot be carried out with 


(2) the national government must 
lend a hand to help the less fa- 


roads, thus making universal rural 
free delivery possible. The fathers of 
the republic provided for just such a 
contingency as this when they em- 
powered Congress to establish post- 
Offices and post roads. 

These are strong arguments, and it 
is difficult to see how any well- 
founded objections to them can be 
offered. As The Times has said, it is 
really about time that this great na- 
tion should cease to present the spec- 
tacle of a country having the worst 
roads of any civilized land on the face 
of the earth. A striking instance of 
this is afforded in a news note 
Oakiand, where the leading streets of 
that city—the third city in the State 


mittee in charge of the reception of 
the President has decided to take 
him around in a street car, because, 
as the chairman of the committee 
said, “the condition’ of our streets 
makes it dangerous to drive about in 
a carriage. Some of the holes are 
80 deep that the carriage is likely to 
be overturned.” What a spectacle is 
this to be presented in the “Modern 
Athens.” Unfortunately, we of South- 
ern California are not justified in 
pointing the finger of sin at the 
northern city. 

The Times has persistently ham- 
mered away at this question of good 
roads. We shall not allow ourselves 
to become weary in weil doing—or 
rather in well writing—but we do 
hope that, after the coming conven- 
tion at St. Louis, a beginning will be 
made along this line, in something 
more than mere talk. There is an old 
English Proverb to the effect that 
“soft words butter no parsnips.”’ 
Neither do Ho they build good roads. 


From the latest developments in 
the blanket-franchise proposition it is

If Mr. Huntington could be “knocked 
out” here, in the field which he has 
chosen for making a grand practical 
demonstration of the utility of elec- 
tricity for interurban transit, “a de- 
cided victory would be scored for 
steam (so it is evidently argued,) and 
electricity would be corresponding!y 
discredited, 

If the opponents of Mr. Hunting- 
ton imagine that by any such tactics 
as they are resorting to, in the case 
under consideration, they can stop, or 
even retard to any appreciable ex- 
tent, the triumphant progress of elec- 
tric traction, they are most certainly 
counting without their host. They 
may succeed in annoying Mr. Hunt- 
ington, and in some degree injuring 


they cannot prevent the gradual su- 
percession of steam by electricity as 
a motive, power for the aperation of 
railroads, any more than they can 
stop the revolution of the earth upon 
its axis. They are waging a losing 
battle, and the sooner they arrive at 
a realization of that fact the more 
money they will have for the prose- 
cution of legitimate enterprises. 

It has been practically demonstrated 
that electric traction has many and 
great advantages over steam (as steam 
has over horse and mule power) 
within a radius of a few miles from 
large centers of population.

local labor organ, published April 7, 
1892, an account of the adjustment of 
certain differences which had existed 
previously thereto between the Los 
Angéles Typographical Union and The 
Times. The matter has been thus re- 
vised by that firm in order to show 
the active part taken by Mr. D. A. 
Hamburger, then and now of the 
People’s Store, in assisting to bring 
about that adjustment, and to show 
the ingratitude and injustice of past 
and present assaults upon him and 
his business. associates.

THREE TONS OF FISH ENMESHED 
IN ONE HUGE NET. 


-—_— 


School of Barracuda Swins into Snares 
of Swan Lee and Sharks Attack and 
Sink the Load—Six Men Make Hau! 
of the Floundering School. 


AVALON, Apri! 9.—The largest catch 
of fish ever taken in these Waters, and 
one of most phenomenal on record any- 
where, was made last night by Swan 
Lee, a Portuguese market fisherman of 
San Pedro. 

Swan's net is 1200 feet in length, and 


lagt night he stretched it immediately: 


in front of Avalon, and about two and 
a half miles out. About 10 p.m. a school 
of barracuda struck the net, and it was 
soon apparent that the school Was a 
Swan and his assistant be- 
gan the work of hauling in, but found 
they were not able to make much head- 
Way. They labored until midnight, 
tugging away with block and tackle, 
but with small result. At that hour the 
net sunk in a thousand feet of water. 
Anoto@ fishing happened along 
at this time, and Swan enlisted the 
services of the four men in it. 

From midnight until 11:30 o’clock this 
morning the six men labored drawing 
in the net, taking the fish’from it as 
they hauled in. They were stuck in 
the meshes in myriads. 

The sharks enjoyed a feast, and lent 
Bome excitement to the work of landin 
the prey. The vicious monsters 
swarmed from far and near, attacking 
and devouring the defenseless barra- 
cuda. They meade sad havoc with the 
fishes, biting and mangling hundreds, 
and tearing ahd rending the net into 
shreds. Just before noon the men shad 
Cleared the net. 

The weight of marketable fieh landed 
here was estimated At about a ton and 
ahaif. Hundreds of the (shi were lib- 
erated by the onslaught of the sharks 
and the consequent sinking of the net, 
and «a great number were devowtred. 
About half of the fishes brought to the 
surface were thrown overboard because 
mangied, this sha of the haul 
amounting to fully Man It is there- 
fore reckoned that there wae fully three 
tons of fish enmeshed in the great net.

HOLLYWOOD. 
SCHOOL FIGHT ENDED. 

HOLLYWOOD, April 9.—School mat- 
ters in Hollywood seem now to ve in a 
fair way to be adjusted satisfactorily 
to all the people. At the meeting held 
on Monday night the whole ground of 
discussion was renewed, and after 
some plain talk a decision was finally 
reached. It’ will be remembered that 
this matter Was passed upon a few 
weeks ago at a public meeting, and a 
lot for the location of a new school 
building was selected and an election 
for the issuance of bonds was ordered, 
This site wae “not satisfactory to @ 
large number of people, and ‘it vas con- 
ceded that the bonds would not carry. 
However, before the election, it was 
discovered that it had not been legally 
called. This necessitated the calling of 
another meeting and a news election. 
Ry the advice of County Superintend- 
ent Keppel, however, the original bond 
election was held, although it was not 
legal, but was done “merely to avoid 
any question that might arise in the 
future. The meeting on Monday night 
took the matter in hand again, and 
reached a unanimous agreement, by 
which the division line between the 
two schoo! districts should be on Vine 
street, thus throwing more territory 
into the east district. It was also de- 
cided to retain the present school site, 
the Pass School, and enlarge the 
me as may be necessary. For the 
west side a tract of five acres was or- 
dered to be purchased on the corner of 
Highland avenue and Stnset pboule- 
vard. Three acres of this tract will be 
resold and the remaining two reserved 
for school purposes. This arrange- 
ment seems to be satisfactory to all, 
and it is proposed now to proceed at 
once to le#ue bonds for $32,000 and erect 
the new building. 

A movement is on foot looking 
toward the incorporation of Hollywood, 
as it is thought that her best interests 
will be more fully conserved by this. 
There are a number of public improve- 
ments that need attention. As it is, all 
these improvements are paid for by 
a few of the land owners and business 


men. 

J. N. Anderson, Maj. Fin- 
ley “C.. 8. Huff and A. C. Dawes of Santa 
Ana have formed a copartnership for 
the purchase and subdivision of Holly- 
wood property. They have purchased 
of H. J. Whitley a five-acre tract in 
the foothills in the northern part of 
the Ocean View tract. They will sub- 
divide this into building lots and erect 
commodious cottages for renting pur- 
poses. This is one of the most sightly 
places In Hollywood. 

J, C. W. Wright is improving his fine 
property at the corner of Prospect and 
Wilcox avenues by placing feet of 
curbing and 550 feet of cement side- 
walk, five feet wide and running the 
entire length of his property line. This 
is a Splendid improvement. 

A new stage line has just been opened 
between Hollywood and Toluca. ‘The 
stage will make two trips daily, one in 
the early morning, reaching Hollywood 
from Toluca in time for passengers to 
reach Los Angeles at an early hour, 
and another in the afternoon.

BLAME FOR BECK’S DEATH. 

LORDSBYRG, April 9.—Dr. L. War. 
ner Beck, father of the late W. RB.

Three years ago the question of clos- 
ing the saloons in Santa Monica was 
submitted to the voters at.the city 
election. Largely through the efforts 
of Frederick H. Rindge, the capitalist, 
the majority vote was in favor of 
closing the drinking places as they 
then existed; and of substituting for 
the saloon system a system of res- 
taurant-liquor permits, With some 
changes that plan has been in opera- 
tion up to this time. Not counting 
the drug stores, there are at present 


in operation under the liquor ordinance 


a sideboard and dining-room permit 
for the Arcadia Hotel, one wholesale 
liquor store and three piaces having 
restaurant-liquer licenses. At the res- 
taurant-liquor places, liquor may be 
served only with something to eat at 
a table in @ room where there is no 
bar. That form of dispensing intoxi- 
cants does not encourage treating and 
since the saloons were closed the con- 
ditions with regard te drunkenness and 
disorder in Santa Monica have won- 
derfully improved. 

The only place in the Ocean Park 
district having a liquor Hcense Its the 
Holborow Hotel. ‘The prospect of a 
liquor license for the pavilion, which 
a concern, composed of Abbot Kinney 
and others, is building- by the 
Park wharf, Nis become one of the 
issues of the campaign. The amber 
hand of Maier & Zobelein is alleged to 
be in it. 

About Santa Monica generally for 
the past year or two there has been 
little said.of the liquer question and 
most of the citizens appeared to 
satisfied to let the present ordinance 
remain unchanged. The activity of 
the brewers, however, has stirr the 
people and caused an agitation. As a 
resuit of the agitation there are many 
who are questioning whether the city 
could not as well have greater fre- 
strictions on the liquor business. The 
town does not appear to be ripe for 
prohibition, but the traffic could be cut 
down & good deal without resorting to 
that extreme. 

Of the eleven candidates for the five 
City Trusteeships to be filled, three— 
H. X. Goetz, A. F. Johnston and 
George D. Snyder—have openty de- 
clared against any extension of the 
liquor traffic and pledge themselves 
under certain conditions to restrict or 
prohibit it. The wave of excitement 
which has been created by bringing the 
liquor qtiestion suddenly into promi- 
nehce seems likely to give them a big 
boost and the prospect that all three 
of them will be elected seems fayorable, 
if so, there will be two more places 
to be filled. . 

Of the other eight men in the field 
four—W. Vawter, J. C. Bteele, C. 
H. Sammis and C. A. Stilson-—are an- 
nownced ag standing for ‘‘unequivocal 
support ef the Abbot Kinney railroad 
franchise, ‘“‘cheaper gas and electric- 
ity, or public ownership of plant,” and 
also the stereotyped declaration; ‘‘com- 
plete freedom from corporate control 
of city affairs.” 

Vawter was active three years ago in 
the movement for the closing Of the 
suloons, In the present campaign, 
however, his arsociations have not 
been intimate with Goetz, Johnston 
and Snyder, who are pledged against 
extending the liquor traffic. =. @&. 
Dudley, the present Mayor, probatly 
does not enjoy so thorough an ac- 
quaintance with the townspeople 4s 
does Vawter, but he is expected tuo 
also draw a heavy vote. There are 
many who think that J. C. Morgan, 
incumbent, will at least get fifth 
place when the ballots are counted, 
and therefore be a winner. Morgan 
has made a considerable show of fu- 
voring the laboring men, Friends cf 
Cc. H. Sammis (a nephew of the late 
Cc. P. Huntington,) and J. C. Steele, in- 
cumbents, and Muller and 
Henry 8. Hubbard, claim a heavy vote 
for each of those candidates, respec- 
tively, with a good prospect of getting 
into the circle of five. 

City Marshal M. K. Barretto is run- 
ning against himeelf only for the office 
he now fills.. The odds offered are 
about 1,000,000 to 1 that he will be re- 
elected. City Clerk J. C. Hemingway

TREES FROM 
FAR JUNGLES. 


Smithsonian Agent .Comes to 
Try Them Here. 


Forest Strangers. 


Peculiar Mission of Herman 
Gottheb Takes Him to 
Ail Tropics. 


Herman Gottlieb of the Smithso- 
nian Institution, District of Colum- 
bia, arrived 
yesterday, bound on a peculiar mis- 
sion. He has permission the 
government to do extensive experiment- 
ing in the forest reserve section, and 
on other public lands, with trees 
which are strangers to this country. 
His is an important mission, expected 
to result in the introduction of yaluable 
forest strangers here. 

The experimenter from Smithsonia 
has traveled all over the world during 
the past few years, and has visited 
and studied the forests of nearly all the 
tropical countries. During his sojourn 
in India, in 1899, he became impressed 
with the wonderful value of many of 
the woods grown there, not only as to 
the value of the tree itself, but also 


in cennection with its foliage, fruit 
and other possible products. Seeing 
con- 


cm out of many the natives 
trived to get their whole material of 
life, Herr Gottlieb believed that with 
the advanced arts of civilization many 
of these trees could be made of com- 
mercial value, and perhaps might sup- 
ply products little thought of to the 
average business mind. 

Accordingly he set out experiment- 
ing. in his own fashion, as t~ their 
hardihood and powers of resistance, 
and as to whether they could survive 
in a temperate clime. 
year he traveled over the whole’ of 
Northern Africa, and in the interim 
between that and April 9, 1903, he has 
covered all of the tropical sections of 
the globe. 

Herr Gottlieb, when seen at the An- 
gelus last evening, was busily discuss- 
ing the problems of natural history 
with local enthusiasts, but stopped 
readily enough to explain. Said he: 
“The bread-fruit tree—I think that 
was what first attracted my attention 
to the tropical forests of the world and 


| their wonderful possibilities. I thought 
that if a poor, barbarous nation could 


live and get clothes and food, 


and 
sometimes ‘wonderful tools and weapons’ 


out of the dank depths of these jungie 

forests, what might not the civilized 

man do. 
“Don't think 


that I anticipated 


bringing horhe a bread-fruit tree to 
America, and setting it up to drive 
the bakers out of business. Oh, no! 


I believe that bread fruit, like the 
green persimmon, is an acquired taste, 
and I never intend to extend my ex- 
periments in that direction. There are 
other things besides bread fruit there, 
however, things that one doesn’t eat 
or drink, but ghich I believe would 
have great value in Our industries. 

“For instance, I believe that there 
ar- species of the rubber tree, which 
could be made to thrive in a mild cli- 
mate. And rubber.as cultivated only 
in the hot climates. is getting to be 
a pretty scarce and serious proposi- 
tion for the commercial nations. If 
there is no way discovered to conserve 
anil increase the rubber supply. they 
will have to smear our overshoes with 
Varnish in a few years. 

“Then there are several species of 
the fibrous palm, which I have investi- 
gated, and these I think could be 
made to work themselves advan- 
taveously into the textile industry. 
For instance there is a species I 
call ‘cotton waste’—because its real 
name is too difficult to pronounce, 
Which would work a marvel in. the 
rope-making business. Its fiber is al- 
most exactly like that of hemp, ex- 
cept that it is considerably finer and 
much stronger for its size, and it 
sheds itself exactly as a mass of cot- 
ton waste will constantly drop its pro- 
truding strands. The production of 
this vegetable wonder is enormous, 
and as it grows like a mass of rushes 
in a creek, it is of no expense after 
it once gets a start. The natives of 
Southern Asia, the. place of its nativ- 
ity, use it in making all their ropes, 
some of which, as large around as a 
man’s finger, will almost hold an _ ele- 
phant. It could be woven in the same 
mannertas hemp and, unlike hemp, it 
requires no potting or special chemical 
ey to fit it for use. 

“In the production of rare and valu- 
able woods the United States cama 
to excel. Many of the tropical. species 
can never be successfully grown here, 
and again. I believe that many oth- 
For instance, there is an 
ivory wood growing on the Abyssin- 
ian mountains which ought to sell 
easily for $2 per foot in the lumber 
market. Its texture is the rich, creamy 
color of old ivory, it polishes to per- 
fection, cohtains 4 wonderful grain, 
laets forever and is almost as hard 
as the South American  ironwood. 
This species only grows in Abyssinia, 
but the climate is temperate, and the 
conditions of air and soil, so far as I 
have bee nable to estimate. dre ex- 
actly those which prevail in the South- 
ern Atlantic States of this republic. 

“I hope I am not classable with the 
freaks and cranks for my hopes and 
plans. And. please, don't say that I 
have yet discévered anything. I am 
only experimenting with a view to 
finding something that may possibly 
be done. Bb have found in California 
the ideal semi-tropic where I hope 
that many of these valuable specimens 
of vegetation may be successfully 
tra»enianted, and grown on land now 
of little use to anyone. If this can be 
done, it will not interfere with any of 


the present industries. yet will be a 
wonderful help to commerce. Into 
there experiments, which [ will con- 


duct this year through Southern Cal- 
ifornia and the entire West, I shall 
put the experience of a lifetime and 
the ardent hope of many years.” 
Herr Gottlieb will leave today or to- 
morrow for Riverside. where he will 
meet Will Remsn. a San Jacinto for- 
est ranger, whq will conduct him into 
the interior to perform his experi- 
ments. With him Herr Gottlieb has 
numerous trunks full of seeds and cut- 
tings be has taken. and which he will 
plant and leave to the tender care of 
Incle Sam's hired men. He expects 
te finish the work on his present trip 
about the firet of A st. Next year 
or the year after he §tl! come back 
and investigate the 
children. 5

Note on Skeleton lis ory OF a Desert Tragedy, 


On the rim of Cafion Diablo, that 
uncanny crack in the earth which 
forms an almost impassable barrier to 
travelers across a vast arid plain in 
Northeastern Arizona, a: Mexican sheep 
herder a few weeks ago stumbled up- 
on the grewsome evidence of a aesert 
tragedy—one of many similar trage- 
dies that have occurred in that in- 
hospitable land. 

On a rocky point overigMking the 
sinuous chasm the sheep man found 
the remains of a min who evidently 
had been dead many months. So des- 
olate were the surroundinzs that even 
the vultures and covates seemed to 
have shunned the place, for the corpse 
had not been feasted upon by there 
scavengers of the sandy waste. From 
long exposure the flesh had practically 
become dessicated and shriveled so 
that there clung to the skeleton only 
a.few shreds of muscular fiber. The 
bones ‘were enveloped in the frayed 
and faded remnants of the clothes in 
which the wariderer had lain down to 
in the seant shade of a stunted 
juniper tree. 

In the pocket of the coat were pa- 


pers, stained and weather-beaten, yet 


sufficiently legible to give a clew to 
the identy of the victim of  piti- 
less thirst and hunger. The ignorant 
sheep herder, however, was unable to 
decipher the writing, nor, in fact, did 
he examine the contents of the dead 
man's pockets. With superstitious awe 
he left the remains undisturbed and 


hastened to Cafion Diablo station on 
the Santa. Fé Railroad, twenty-five 
miles distant, to inform the author- 


ities of his ghastly find. 

Several days later the Coroner of Co- 
conino county, accomp:nied by Sher- 
iff Johnson and F. W. Valz,. drove out 
from Cafion Diablo station to the iso- 
lated spot to make an investigation 
and inter the remains. They feund the 
body exactly as the sheep herder had 
left it. 

In the breast of the rotten coat which 
enveloped the almost mummified corpse 
the officers found some papers, weath- 
er-stained and decayed around the 
foids and edges, but still sufficiently 
legible to show that the dead man 
was, unquestionably, W. J. Berry, for- 
merly of Nevada, Mo., who perished of 
hardships while en route overland from 
Missouri to join his family, who had 
preceded him to Arizofa ten years 
previously. 

There were among the papers sey- 
eral deeds, showing that the deceased 
was possessed of property of con«id- 
erable valve, at Nevada, Mo. There 
were also two penciled notes scrawled 
on the back of insurance receipts, 
which the dying man evidently had 
written when he saw death staring him 
in the face. The writing on one of 
these slips of paper was so badly oblit- 
erated that only the words ‘‘property,” 
“the” and “death” could be deciphered, 

Kanough of the contents of the other 


note was legible to show that the 
writer had lost his wagon and »ony in 
Sunset Pass and wandered from.the trail 
on foot in the hope of finding water. 
The name of his son, Irwin, appeared 
in the note, whom, it appears, he de- 
‘sired to have notified in case he per- 
ished, and his bedy ever was found. 
But the address of the son, or afiy of 
the dead man's family was at the time 
unknown to the officials. They did not 
know with what yearnings a wife and 
children had loked § forward for 
years to the coming of the head of 
the household, who never came. 

The formalities of the inquest were 
soon over. The little party of investi- 
gators wrapped the remains in a wagon 
blanket, and laid them in a shallow 
grave, Which they heaped over with 
stones and marked with a rude cross 
made of the dead limbs of a juniper 
tree. The papers disclosing the identity 
of the victim. they took back with 
them to civilization in the hope that 
some friends or relative would be found 
to look after the dead man’s estate. 

As sdon as the Coroner rendered his 
report, Irwin A. Berry, a brakeman 
on the Santa Fé Railroad at Winslow, 
Ariz., came forward and identified the 
papers taken off the corpse, as being 
in the handwriting of his father. The 
documents and the finding of the body 
in such an out-of-the-way place, also 
cleared up a mystery he had spent 
months in trying to solve. 

From this son it was learned that 
W. J. Berry and family had lived. at 
Nevada Mo., from 1879 to 1889, when 
the eldest don, John, who had reached 
his majority, went West in quest of 
his fortune, and found employment on 
the bie Walnut Grove dam south of 
Prescott. He wrote to his brothers to 
come ont and join him. As there 
seemed to be a prospect for the boys 
te make good wages in the Territory, 
the elder Berry consented to the re- 
moval of the family to Arizona, while 
he tarried in Missouri for a while to 
look after some real estate which he 
owned in the town of Nevada, which 
was just on the eve of a boom. , 

When Mrs. Berry and the younger 
children arrived at Prescott, they 
found that the great flood of 1890 had 
swept away the Walnut Grove dam, 
and the oldest son, John, was out of 
employment. After many hardships 
the family settled on Lynx Creek, eight 
miles east of Preseott, where the boys 
secured employment . in the placer 
mines. Their home became ae well- 
known watering place for the heavy 
‘teaming which was common. on the 
Lynx Creek road, the place being 
known as Pine Tree station. 

Nevada. ’Mo., continued to boom, and 
Rerry sold his property and reinvested, 
Me also had employment in the

railroad roundhouse, so he put off his 
departure for Arizona to join his fam- 
ily, from year to year. He kept up 
a steady correspondence with his fam- 
ily, and all looked forward to a happy 
reunion some day. One of the daugh- 
ters married Burt Tucker, a young man 
of Nevada, Mo., and Tucker persuaded 
his father-in-law to buy a team to 
drive overland to Arizona, arguing that 
it would. be pleasanter and’ cheaper to 
go that way. Berry acquiesced, and 
early in 1900 he set out on the great 
trek. accompanied by his daughter and 
son-in-law. It was not the holiday 
trip that they had anticipated. At La 
Junta, Colo., one of the horses died, 
bat another was purchased, and the 
journey resumed. At Las Vegas, N. 
M., another horse gave out, and Berry, 
leaying his daughter and son-in-law, 
whom it seems he did not get along 
with harmoniously, there, pressed ‘on 
alone with his remaining horse. 

Berry frequently wrote to his son Tr- 
win en route, but no letters came after 
he passed Holbrook, Ariz. After 
waiting in suspense for many weeks 
the family came to the conclusion that 
the husband and father must have died 
on the way. Irwin who was always 
strongly attached to his father, left 
his work and started out in a vain en- 
deavor to find the missing man. He 
traced him from Las Vegas to Hol- 
brook, but beyond that point could get 
no clew vo his movements. After about 
three months’ effort to find the fath- 
ers body if he perished by the way- 
side, the son gave up the search and 
resumed railroading, making his head-

Twenty miles farther on there is 
Grapevine Spring, both of which water- 
ing places he should have made in or- 
der to cross the desert safely. It ap- 
pears, however, that he turned off on 
what is known as the old Mormon road 
that led him some miles north of the 
springs. He evidently traveled until he 
came to the place where the Mormon 
road crosses Cafion Diablo. . Here he 
probably started to explore the cafion 
in search of water, but it is always dry 
in midsummer, and. he appparently fol- 
lowed the cafion for a distance of 
twenty-five miles before he clttmbed to 
the rocky point of the cafion's crest, 
where he perished of the tortures of 
thirst. From the date on the note found 
on the body, it appears that he died 
about July 5, 1900. 

Irwin Berry had the body taken up 
from its lonely grave several days ago 
and removed to Winslow, where an 
imposing funeral was held under the 
auspices of the “Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen.

OPENED YESTERDAY. 


LAWYER TELES JURY WHAT HE 
AIMS TO SHOW. 


‘Witnesses Say They Saw Broome 
Shot from the Rear While Running 
from the. Killer and While Prostrate 


The defense in the Melrose murder 
case began yesterday. 

Earl Rogers, Esq.,.made an opening 
statement to the jury, explaining what 
the line of defense will be. 

He said it will be shown that this 
killing was the outgrowth of an old 
fued between the Germans who set- 
tled Acton and the Americans who 
came in afterward. Broome and Mel- 
rose took it up bitterly. 

Rogers said it will be shown that 
Meirose had been persecuted: that the 
graves of his family at Acton had been 
desecrated, that his trees have been 
cut down, his cattle poisoned. 

The fued between Broome and Mel- 
rose, he said, had been brought to a 
white heat by Melrose shooting a dog 


belonging to Broome which had bit 
him. 
He said the defense will show that 


Broome always carried a sawed-off 
shotgun in a dress-suit case and had 
repeatediy threatened to kill Melrore. 

Negarding the murder, Rogers stated 
that it wil! be shown that Melrose did | 
not fire a shot until Rroome had run 
to his shotgun aud had turned about 
to face Melrose with it in his hands. 

‘Rogers said it will be proven that 
Broome was killed in a hand-to-hand 
scuffle; but he admitted that the last 
shot was fired as Broome avas already

Shortly after that he heard shots.

' THE INFERIOR COURTS. 


ARELESS COON TO GET 
TIME TO BE SORRY. 
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CHESTER HELD ON FOUR SEPAR- 
ATE BURGLARY CHARGES. 


Negro Confessed To" Having Robbed 
Scott Brothers’ Clothing Store and 
Executed Other Similar Jobs—Morosco 
Arrested on License Ordinance. 


The sensational burglary of the store 
of Scott Brothers, on the night of Feb- 
ruary 23, when thieves drove away from 
the back door of the establishment 
with several hundred dollars’ worth of 
goods, helped to give interest to the 
examination of a young colored fellow 
named J. C. Chester, in the Police 
Court yesterday afternoon, on the 
charge of having committed this and 
several other jobs. 

Chester, who was an employé of the 
Pacific Electric Company, appeared 
among his friends with an unusvyal 
amount of finery about that time. He 
had a hand in at least four burglaries, 
between February 9 and the latter part 
of March, and got out of town without 
having suspicion attracted to him in 
any way. 

Then other coons began to talk. 
‘They told about certain articles that 
Chester had shown and the rumors 
coming to the ears of Detective Haw- 
ley, he was led to seek out’ the quar- 
ters that had been occupied by Chester 
at No. 240 San Pedro street. it proved 
to be a veritable robber’s eavern. From 


every corner and receptacle in the 
place the plunder was unearthed. 
Chester was then located in San 


Francisco and his arrest was secured 
by telegraph. He had been so success- 
ful in getting out of town without sus- 
picion that he felt safe and didnot 
hesitate to ‘let his whereabouts be 
known. 
When the case was called yesterday, 
Officers Hawley and Butler appeared in 
court with three musical instruments, 
five telescopes of assorted sizes and a 
plush jewel case. While these did not 
contain ail the plunder recovered, all 
that was requisite for positive identi- 
fication was there. 

The four cases upon which Chester 
was arraigned were the burglary of the 
store of R. R. Hutchason on the night 
of February 9; of Scott Brothers on the 
night of February 23: of Isaac Wolff's 
store on the night of March 11, and the 
store of It. G. Gilholm a few nights 
later. 

To Detective Hawley he had con- 
fessed to having done ali the jobs, and 
all bore the eur-marks of the same 
criminal, the rear transoms having 
been broken in the first three cases. 

In the case of Scott Brothers, Ches- 
ter implicates another. colored man, 
but says they took only two suits of 
clothes, two overcoats, and sundry 
email articles of adornment. One of the 
Scotts took the stand and testified 
that they had taken inve 
before the robbery and the day follow- 
ing it and there were goods missing to 
the amount of about $1200.

LOSSES BY DECAY. 


At the afternoon session Mr. Bishop 
asked to make a further statement to 
the effect that fruit cars not in mo- 
tien receive no ventilation, and he 
thought that when ed on the 
eastern market in bad condition. bring- 
ing often less than the freight charges, 
that the shipper should not be com- 


pellied to pay the-freight when the 
siow dispatch and poor icing are re- 
sponsible for the decay. 


Witness remembered when open stock 
cars were furnished shippers in March 
and April twenty years ago, and he 
greatiy preferred them for venttiation 
during those months to the modern 
ventilator car. 

R. C. Allen, manager of the Sweet- 
water, Frult Company, San Diego 
county, came before the commission 
voluntarily. Witness stated that prices 


this year were ‘5 cents better a box 
than heretofore. 
Attorney Herrin tried to show that 


other conditions, rather than a redyced 
freight rate, had made the lemon mar- 
ket better this year. Witness admitted 
that foreign competition had been less 
een, but he recited that he had cus- 
tomers this year who never bonght 
winter lemons before: the lower freight 
rate, he thought, was responsible for 
the improvement. — 

ARMOUR AND SANTA FE. 
Edward F. Chambers, general freight 
agent ofthe Santa Fé lines, was re- 
called to resume his testimony where 
it was dropped Wednesday afternoon. 
“The Santa Fé company practically 
“owns the Santa Fé Refrigerator Pis- 
patch and all its cars," began. 
“The Refrigerator Dispatch is a sepa- 
rate corporation, but all its stock is 
owned by the Santa Fé, which controls 
3500 cars, exclusive of about 700 cars 
now condemned for fruit traffic. Alto. 
gether the Santa Fe uses about 4100 
cars, about 600 being arranged for from 
Armour. Prior to iast November, for 
five years, there was an absolute con- 
tract with the Armour people to furnish 
us at least 750 cars. Last year from 
them we called for 1500 cars, and the 
previous year 2500 cars. : 
“The average time for a fruit car to 
make a return trip to California last 
season was sixty-five days. One car, 
then, makes about two trips a season. 
“The Armour cars used this year 
were held over from last year or are 
@are that come with perishable 
products this way requiring refrigera- 
tion. When we cannot furnish our 
cars, we inform shippers of that fact, 
and they usually prefer Armour cars 
over the Southern Pacific to any delay. 

DIVISION OF TRAFFIC. 

“Do you have any instructions to di. 
vi le the citrus traffic with the Southern 
Pacific?” asked Attorney Call. 
“Our only instructions are a fair 
share of the business for the Santa Fé— 
50 per cent., and we provide our @quip- 
ment accordingly. 
“The bulk of the testimony of t- 
nesses seems to show that t 
all prefer the Santa Fé for shipments,” 
said Call. “Don't you think the Santa 
Fé is losing lots of money in not fur- 
nishing more equipment whén the ma- 
hee 4 ef shippers seem to prefer your 

net” 


“I thtimk the Santa Fé makes more 
money trying to handle only half the 
traffic. The other half is more avail- 
able to the Southern Pacific.” 

“Do you know of any contract for the 


division of traffic between the two 
companies?" 
“No, sir. We confer as to crop esti- 


mates, but nothing more. We have no 
interest in what traffic provisions the 
Southern Pacific makes; we are inter- 
ested in only haif of the orange freight, 
We never hold conferences with the 
Southern Pacific as to the remaining 
haif.”’ 
Witness did not think that any in- 
crease in gross or net earnings of the 
railroads _in their later years was due 
to improved operation, but to increased | 
business.

BRUTE KILLS HORSE. 
Animal Drops Dead on Third Street as 


then, to a prohibition 


Abuse by its Driver. 


Worn out from constant abuse, a 
horse fell dead yesterday on Third 
street, between Spring and Broadway, 
and for the entire afternoon its body 
blocked traffic on one side of the streét 
—mute evidence of the brutality of its 
driver. 

The animal was owned by a local 
laundry, and was prized for its travel- 
ing ability and general good qualities. 
For several weeks the reins have been 
held over the horse by a youth, who 
for meanness and disregard of the 
feelings of a dumb brute, seldom has 
been equaled in the annals of the Los 
Angeles Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. Innumerable 
complaints have been filed against the 
driver, both with the laundry proprie- 
tors and with the society of the long 
hame, and in some instances patrons 
of the laundry have announced their 
intention of withdrawing their trade 
if the driver did not cease his brutal 
actions. 

Agents of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals have 
taken especial notice of the treatment 
of this particular animal, and in two 
instances have threatened the driver 
with arrest, and finally the employers 
of the youth agreed to dismiss him 
from their service as soon as they could 
obtain a substitute... Time and again 
the animal has been found with great 
welts on its body, inflicted by the 
fiendish rein-helder: on other occa- 
sions the animal was driven a'most 
beyond its endurence, and a particular 
instance of brutality was when the 
driver was seen to get into the wagon, 
and with the brakes set, lash the horse 
unmerctifuly; jerk and pul! on the reins 
until the creature's mouth was torn and 
bloody from the strain, and thei to re- 
lease the brakes and drive off. berating 
the animal and vigorously applying a 
whip that was designed for the pur- 
pose of inflicting the greatest injury. 

Yesterday's end of the poor brute 
was the natural outcome of the abuse— 
the driver simply said it was “heart 
disease."

DEFEATED HIS PRECEPTORS. 
Compensations? Yes. It is a fine 
thing in a way to have a part in the af- 


fairs of a great nation and to be asso- | 


ciated with its great and revered men. 
There are excitements and interests, 
and many experiences which are amus- 
ing. And thé ups and downs of politics 
bring about strange things. For ex- 
ampie, it became necessary for me in 
my early campaigns for Congress to 
defeat successively both members of 
the firm with whom I studied law. It 
was my desire, and the desire of my 
father, that 1 study in the office of 
Abraham Lincolp, and I came up to 
Springfield with that in mind. But Mr. 
Lincolti himself advised against it. He 
was very actively engaged at that time 
in the anti-slavery debates which pre- 
ceded the war, and did not Have much 
time to spend in his office. He 
said it would be better for me 
to be in an office where the 
lawyers attended to business, and he 
recommended the firm of Stewart & 
Edwards. They were Whigs, and at 
first I was a Whig; but in the course of 
political events the party alignment 
changed, and, while they professed al- 
ways to be Whigs, they became Demo- 
crats to all intents and purposes, and 
in 1862, when it became essential that 
men be sent to Congress who could be 
relied upon thoroughly support Lin- 
coin, I was drawn into tlie running, and 
at first beat Judge SteWart and later 
defeated Edwards. The former, how- 
ever, was elected and served 
term, but he did not give the support to 
the administration which was expected, 
and at the next canvass his constituents 
turned him down. But our political 
antagonisms never made any difference 
with our personal! relations. Up to the 
time of their death we were always the 
best of friends, and their friends and 
relatives are among the best friends I 


-have in today. 


ELECTION WON BY STRATEGY. 


" One of the most amusing things in’ 
Illinois politics occurred during the fa- 
mous Logan contest. I was inthe 


Senate at that time. The affair to 
which I refer was what -broke that 
long-continued deadlock, and its de- 
tails are familiar enough to older poli- 
ticilans of the State. The Legislature 
Was so evenly divided that one vote 
was all thut was needed to turn the 
tide of victory. But days and weeks 
went by and the opposition stood like 
a rock. There seemed no way to get that 
one vote. Then friends of Logan saw 
their opportunity. One of the Demo- 
cratic members died. The district was, 
I believe, down toward —Pike and 
Schuyler county way. It was farm 
country and a_ strongly « Democratic 
district. In a regular election there 
was no chanee for a Republican to be 
elected: but Logan's friends conceived 
this scheme: “They selected a candi- 
date very quietiy and sent him to the 
good Republicans of the district dis- 
guised as a sewing-machine agent. He 
drove from one farm to another, call- 
ing only on such men as could be re- 
lied upon to keep a secret. Seve 
hundred were thus visited. and t 
plan was revealed for electing a Re- 
publican member of the Legislature in 
a Democratic district. 
MADE LOGAN SENATOR. 

Election day came and the Demo- 
crats went to the polls. They saw no 
signs of opposition. The Republicans 
were nowhere in evidence. Up to noon 
the candidate had received cake a 
score of votes. The conclusion was, in 
the minds of the Democrats, that the 
Republicans had given up the election 
without an effort. The polls would be | 
closed at 4 o'clock, and at noon the 
Democrats almost ceased to take in- 
terest In the election, and many sent 
dispatches announcing the election of 
their man, and left. Then suddenly 
from all directions Republican voters 
poured in. One party had been camped 
in the woods, Others came in by the 
wagonload. Still more came driving 
in buggies and wagons—all arriving at 
the same hour, and in accordance with 
the well-laid plot, and balloted indus- 
triously, until the closing of the polis. 
The Democrats were furious. They at- 
tempted to get the voters out at the 
last minute, but distances were too 
great, and it was a hopeless task. The 
sewing-machine agent candidate was 
elected by an overwhelming majority, 
and his vote elected John A. Logan 
United States Senator. 

Of course, there was an indignant 
outery. It was denounced as a_ trick, 
and very strong language pas used in 
reference to those who had perpetrated 
the joke. I am not quite sure who was 
the author of the plan, but I think 
Logan himself might have been. or 
possibly Sam Jones and “Long” Jones, 
The latter left the State and went later 
to Wisconsin, I believe. and, if I am 


rnot mistaken, is now in the Legislature 


of that State. _ 
LINCOLN’'S JOKE ON MEDILL. 


People associated with Lincoln found | 


in him a never-ending source of amuse- 
ment. With all his greatness and 
patriotism he had a vein of the human, 
and the unexpected which was a con- 
stant delight. Mr. Medill, tor of the 
Chicago Tribune, was fond of telling 
Lincoln stories, and I recall one where 
the joke was obviously on the editor. 
It seems Lincoln had been invited to 
make an address in Cooper Institute 


in New York City, and had carefully 
prepared a speech for the occasion. He 
passed through Chicago on the way, 
and called on Mr. Medill, as was his 
custom. In their conversation Mr. 


Lincoln took occasion to remark that 
he had his speech prepared in manu- 


script and would be glad to have Mr. 


Medill look it over and make any suzg- 


gestions or corrections which might 
oceur to him. The latter said he should 


be glad to do so. Consequently Mr. 
Lincoln diverted himself in the city for 
half a day, and Mr. Medill went at the 
speech. The bilue-pencil habit was 
strong in him, and he did things to 
that speech. Parts were eliminated 
and parts were added; still other parts 
were made up and hitched on. Then 
one of his principal editors was called 
in and invited to join in the revision. 
He had ideas of his own, and he made 
such changes and alterations as oc- 
curred to him would be likely to make 


the production more finished. Then Mr. 


Lincoln called for his speech and went 
to New York. 

Mr. Medi and his editor waited im- 
patiently for the New York papers. 
Each was anxious to see whose altera- 
tions and additions had pleased Lin- 


coln most. They had talked it over 
and had worked up considerable ri- 


vairy as to which had contributed the 


most valuable suggestions. Finally the 


papers came and in them the speech, 


verbatim as Mr. Lincoln had originally 


penned it. Not an article or punctua- 
tion point had been changed. 
All three parties met several times 


after that, but no mention was ever 

made of that speech, and Mr. Medill 

po td talked about it with the other 
tor.
